THE COPPER SMOKE QUESTION. 


$1z,—Since the St. Helen’s Copper Smelting Company have been com- | 
pelled to close their works until they can satisfy the public that they are 
no longer committing a nuisance, the copper smoke question seems to have 
entered intoa new phase. I understand the Aati-Copper Smoke Society of 
South Wales, and other parties interested in the removal of the nuisance, | 
are making every effort to subject the copper-works, by an Act of Parlia- 
ment, to the restrictions of the Alkali Works Act, and there seems every 
reason for their success. ‘The solution of this vexed question has, there- 
fore, become so much more w t* & with the conclusions 
come to in your able article on Copper Smoke, No. V., in last week’s Jour- 
nal, after having reviewed a number of calcining furnaces, “‘that not one of | 
the inventions hitherto devised to solve the question attempts the adapta- | 
tion of the old calciner; and that any means by which such an end can be 
accomplished would be to the smelter a great boon, as it would enable him 
toa the great outlay of reconstructing the whole of his caleining fur- | 
naces anew.” Permit me to say that this is precisely the object which I | 
have in view in proposing the sulphur-reducing process, on which you al- | 
lowed me to address you in my letters of Oct. 19 and Nov. 6, and that | 
my process is not only adapted to the old calciners as they have hitherto | 
existed, but also removes the nuisance of the roasters (the furnaces in 
which the white metal is converted into black or blistered copper), which 
emit quite as offensive vapours as the former, and a cure of which has 
never been attempted yet. I consider this the greatest merit of my plan 
—that, with a comparatively small outlay, it will permit of its introduction 
to any copper works, without interfering at all with the existing furnaces 
and arrangements, and that it enables the ‘‘ smelter to avoid the great out- 
lay of reconstructing the whole of his calcining furnaces anew.” 

If you compare with my simple and inexpensive method the proposed 
salphur-owydising (sulphuric acid) processes, you will find that none of 
them can use the old ealciner; all of them require some new calcining ap- 

either in the shape of kilns or of muffie-farnaces (even Bell’s and 
rackner’s revolving tube-furnaces must be considered as such), and, con- 
sequently, the renewal of a t part of the existing plant. They require, 
furthermore, the erection of large and very expensive sulphuric-acid cham- 
bers of lead, which would cost about 20002. a piece, besides steam-boilers, 
concentrating , and other apparatus, for the conversion of the diluted 
chamber acid in a saleable state. They involve a continuous expense of 
about 177. for every 25 tons of saleable acid for nitrate of soda, without 
which no acid can be obtained. And there arises, finally, the question—if 
all copper works were to convert their sulphur into sulphuric acid, where 
would they find a market for it? as its nature and low value does not per- 
iit of any long transport. The copper works in South Wales, for instance, 
would be obliged to consume their acid themselves, by erecting chemical 
works and making sulphate of soda, which unavoidably would involve, 
again, the manufacture of muriatic acid and bleaching-powder. You see, 
then, that the copper smelters once entering upon this path will unavoid- 
ably have to become chemical manufacturers as well. 

My plan, however, wiil save them from this, as it cuts short all opera- 
tions for the destilphurisation of the copper smoke with the collection of 
the flowers of sulphur, which are worth 131, to 152, per ton, and there is 
an end of it. This is a product which may be used at once for the manu- 
facture of gunpowder, vulcanised India-rubber, &c., or for the preservation 
of the vines and wines in vinocultural countries; and if required, it could 
be perfectly freed from any arsenic by allowing the smoke to pass through 
long condensing flues before its sulphurous acid is getting reduced to sul- 
phur. The very considerable advantages of the sulphur-reducing process, 
which may easily be realised with an ontlay of about 1000/7. only, will be 
seen from the following example:—Suppose a quantity of 30 tons of cop- 

ore, containing 18 per cent. of sulphur on an average, be daily intro- 
uced in some copper works, and an equivalent quantity of sulphur driven 
off in the various processes of calcining and smelting, 17 per cent. are re- 
moved alone by the calcination of the ores and regulus, and the roasting 
of the white metal. If, therefore, the smoke of the calciners and roasters 
alone were subjected to the reduction in the “consumer,” it would yield 
5 tons of sulphar per day, and the value thus recovered, taking the present 
price of common brimstone—7/. per ton only—would represent the sum 
of 857. per day, or 10,5001. per year. The daily working expenses, in 
which I value the fuel at a comparatively high price, for ordinary slack or 
refuse fuel will answer the purpose, will be as follows:—

which is equal to 14107. per year, This leaves a clear gain of 9090/. per 
annum in minimo, for I have only valued the flowers of sulphur equal to 
common brimstone, while their real value is exactly double the amount. 
You will admit, Sir, that the “disinfection and utilisation of copper smoke,” 
by my process, can be made an uncommonly remunerative business, and 
that the copper smoke, instead of continuing an intolerable nuisance, and 
instead of continually giving rise to claims for damages, can be made a 
promoter of national wealth, if the smelters only choose to permit it to be- 
come such. The general importance of the subject will excuse my tres- 
passing on your valuable space as I have done.

THE COPPER SMOKE QUESTION, 


Sir,—I beg permission to make a few remarks in reply to your notice 
of the new calcining farnace patented by my son and myself, I will at 
present confine myself to answering your objections, but shall be happy 
to give you next week a full description of it, and also the mode in which 
we propose to condense the gases from the melting and roasting furnaces, 
should it be thought desirable to do so. 

1. With regard to its originality; all that we claim is that it is the ap- 
plication of an old principle to a new purpose, and that in this case the 
principle has been well tested for many years with t success. 

2. The fire required to work one furnace, to calcine about 100 tons per 
week, ia only about half the size of that required for an ordinary calciner, 
working 49 tons per week. We had proposed to work it with the waste 
heat from a melting furnace, but were told by practical smelters that the 
advantage of having it independent would more than compensate for the 
small quantity of coal it consumes. 

3. In practice we find that the largerspieces of ore do not travel faster 
than the rest, but that the ore is delivered uniformly as it is put in. 

4. With regard to the wear of the tubes or drums through heat. Fuar- 
naces of somewhat similar description for re-burning animal charcoal are 
worked at a greater temperatare than is required for calcining copper ore, 
and yet frequently last six years without repairs. 

I will ina farther communication point out the advantages our process 
possesses over any yet discovered, merely stating, at present, that our fur- 
nace will calcine about four times as much per week as either Spence’s or 
Gerstenhifer’s.— Plaistow, Essex, Nov. 29. Tuomas Bett. 


TITANIUM IRON, 


Sir,—In the Mining Journal of Nov. 26 your correspondent, “ Ger- 
manicus,” has given some interesting information about Russian, Swedish, 
and ian iron, and Mr, Martin’s success in producing a superior qua- 
lity of iron from titanic iron-sand of Taranaki, in New Zealand. He states 
that “ the introduction of iron ore which contains titanium in the mixture 
of ordinary blast-furnaces for the production of finery iron will undoubtedly 
Prove a great success; but, instead of the Taranaki sand, which, according 
to my analysis, only contains between 9 and 13 per cent. oxide of titanium, 
I should recommend for this purpose the titanic iron ore, or ilmenite, 
which is found in immense masses in the South of Norway, and which I 
found to contain between 38 and 43 per cent. ot this compound of tita- 
nium.” With regard to his recommendation of titanic iron ore from Nor- 
way, instead of the Taranaki sand from New Zealand, allow me to state 
that, to the assays of Messrs. Johnson and Matthey of the Ta- 
ranaki titan iron sand and Norwegian titan ironstone, the Taranaki iron- 
sand contains—oxide of iron, 88°45; oxide of titanium, 11°43; equal to 65 
news. of good pig-iron. The Norwegian iron ore contains—oxide of 

56°85; oxide of titanium, 43; equal to 39 per cent. of good pig-iron. 
“According to the above assays, both from Messrs. Johnson and Matthey, 
100 tons of Taranaki sand will produce 26 tons of pig-iron more than the 
same tity of Norwegian titan ironstone, which, calculated at 62. per 
ton, make 1562. nett profit more on Taranaki sand when com 


| smelted. 


It has been stated that a furnace was nearly blown up, and it is 
a fact that one ironmaster was not able to smelt the Norwegian titan iron 
ore. In New Zealand labour, charcoal, and transport are very dear, and 
it is said iron-sand is not always to be got in quantity. Freight to Eng- 
land must also be dear; if it, therefore, will pay to produce pig-iron in New 
Zealand, and bring it to England, the matter will require a careful investi- 
gation. Inthe meantime, I am happy to hear that Mr. Martin’s great 
exertions will not drop under any circumstances, as he has another place 
in view from which he can be supplied with titan iron ore of the very same 
quality as Taranaki sand, and at the lowest price it can be obtained and 
brought to England. J 


ANSELL’S FIRE-DAMP INDICATOR. 


Srr,—I observe in last week’s Journal a letter from “ L. K.” on the 
above instrument, quoting the opinion of Mr. Dickinson, that this “‘in its 
present state was not of any practical use to coal miners.” Now, I can- 
not help thinking that this opinion of Mr. Dickinson’s must have been 
premature, and given without having seen the indicator, and practically | 
tested its results, If I mistake not, Mr. Dickinson’s paper was read at 
the Manchester Geological Society on May 30, while Mr. Ansell’s inven- 
tion was not mentioned in the Mining Journal until some time after. 
Now, I do not pretend to set myself up as er authority, but, so far as I 
can judge, Mr. Ansell’s Indicator seems to supply the very requirement 
pointed out by your correspondent—“ telling the percentage of fire-damp 
and atmospheric air in all cases,” and requiring no readjustment, as it 
readjusts itself: an interval of five minutes between each experiment en- | 
ables the instrument to indicate any varying percentage of fire-damp, which | 
can be readily told off. 
The plans, as exhibited by Mr. Dickinson at the West London Exhi- | 
bition, and then described in the Journal, scarcely lead me to suppose that 
Mr. Dickivson intended then to indicate the percentage composition of 
the air in a coal mine. But be this as it may, as the subject is very inte- 
resting, perhaps Mr. Dickinson would kindly give us an outline of the 
present state of his instrament, and whether he has practically tested it or 
not.—London, Nov. 30. W. 


DIVING IN COLLIERY SHAFTS. 


Sr1r,—I observe in last week’s Journal a paragraph describing the em- 
ployment of divers in colliery shafts as a novelty. I beg to state that 18 
months since I employed divers at the Tillery Colliery, near Newport, 
to set to work a drowned lift of pumps. The diver I employed is John 
Zeale (worthy of his name), one of the servants of the Newport Dock 
Company, by whom he was kindly permitted to attend. This man— 
brave as a lion, and as handy with tools under water and in darkness as 
many fitters in the workshop—has repeatedly changed the clacks of a 4-in. 
forcing lift, packed the gland, and cleared the snore piece in almost as 
short time as our pumpmen take to do it when the water is down. 

On one occasion a joint next the H-piece gave way. The whole lift of 
100 yards had to be raised, and a new joint was made by Zeale in a mar- 
vellously short time, and in a most workman-like manner. Zeale has 
been similarly employed at other pits in the neighbourhood; and I think 
many of your readers may in moments of difficulty (such as I have de- 
scribed) be glad to know where to find a man like Zeale, capable of get- 
ting them out of it. Many lifts have been lost for want of knowing “ how 
to do it.”—Newport, Mon., Nov. 27.

THE WAR BETWEEN SPAIN AND CHILI, AND THE 
COPPER TRADE. 


S1r,—There appears to exist a general feeling on the part of the public 
that the blockade now existing of the Chilian ports will be raised, and the 
mediation of England or France accepted by Chili and Spain, as soon as 
the instructions supposed to be sent out to Admiral Pareja, by the steamer 
of Dec. 2, shall have arrived in Chili, and that an amicable understanding 
will take the place of the present warlike demonstrations. 

Now, any person conversant with the feelings of the Chilian people will 
at once see that mediation at the present time is next to impossible, and 
that war is likely to continue much longer. Before the war commenced Chili offered to 
Admiral Pareja the mediation of a friendly power. Pareja refused. Should he now 
propose mediation after doing all the damage he could to Chilian property, by seizing 
her merchant vessels, interrupting her commerce for four months, and probably bom- 
barding her forts, the Chilian Government will answer “ Yes, if at the same time you 
will submit the question of damage done to Chilian subjects, and the expenses of the 
war to the same friendly arbitration.” Is it likely that Spain will have sent out in- 
structions to Admiral Pareja to allow of such a proposition gn the part of Chili? Cer- 
tainly not; and yet this is the only condition Chili would accept. The only real solu- 
tion of the questions pending is war until the Spanish fleet either by force or from want 
of resources be obliged to leave the coast. Again, before the present pacific instructions 
of Spain can possibly arrive in Valparaiso, Admiral Pareja will have bombarded some 
ports, as be has threatened to do, or he will have landed to obtain provisions, or the 
steamers of the revolutionary party in Peru in conjuaction with the Esmeralda and 
Maypw will bave attacked the Spanish steamers in one or more ports, and if bloodshed 
take place, mediation is no easy matter. It is also reported that Spain intends to claim 
from Peru an indemnity for the expenses incurred in the war of Independence. Chiliis 
bound, having been an ally of Pera in that war, to reject such aclaim. The behaviour 
of Spain in the Peruvian question will not tend to allay the fears of the Chilians as to 
her ultimate intentions, nor does the past conduct of Spain render it advisable for Chili 
to accept mediation, 

Chili in three months and a-half’s war with Spain will have suffered nearly all the 
evil she is likely to suffer, and Spain will after that time begin to suffer her share; the 
immense cost of supplying her fleet on the coast at such a distance, the danger Spain 
will incur from privateers under the Chilian flag, the impossibility of blockading 1700 
tailes of coast, or preventing supplies of provisions (if required) or of war material, the 
sympathy existing in other countries in favour of Chill, the crippled finances of Spain, 
are all facts known to the Chi!ians; and the sword once drawn, they are determined to 
give a lesson to Spain, and effectually prevent her from ever again visiting the coast 
with aggressive pretensions. Theonly possible pacific solution is, therefore, that Spain 
should send instructions to Admiral Pareja to submit all questions, including Chilian 
claims for damages suffered since September last, to the arbitration of a friendly power, 

Now, with regard to the effect on the copper trade, the instructions about to be sent 
cannot arrive in Valparaiso before Jan. 14, and at least fourteen days will be occupied 
in negotiations; so that even supposing proposals for mediation to be accepted, four 
months’ supplies of copper produce will be lost to Europe; and the resources of the 
country and the mining industry will have been so crippled that we cannot calculate for 
six months afterwards on more than one-half the usual supply. The total importation 
of foreign copper to European markets may be calculated to be 65,000 tons of pure copper 
yearly. Of this Chili supplies 50,000 tons, and the consumption of foreign copper m 


15,400 tons between Liverpool, London, Swansea, and Havre. Shipments on the way 
from Chili—say, for three months—are 7000 tons, and from other parts may be calcu- 
lated at 3000 tons :—

And for six months longer the deficit will be further increased by about 2000 tons 
monthly. It ts thus clear that even supposing a pacific solation possible, prices are not 
likely to be lower than they now are for at least twelve months; and in three months 
time a scarcity will be felt by the smelters. Even now the French smelters, more alive 
to the present position of affairs, are buying in the English market, and stocks are be- 
eoming reduced here. 

Comparing the present price of Chilian bar (95/.) with the price in February last year 
(1051.), prices seem out of proportion low, if we consider the aspect of affairs in Chill. 

Taking the small stock in the hands of , the i dd d for the United 
States of all metals, the fact that for India shipments must soon be resumed, we may 
look for a continuous advance in price during the next six months, until high prices check 
consumption, and the demund fall off so as to equal the reduced supply. Such is not 
likely to take place until copper reaches 1502.

Mr. ARTHUR Dean (the consulting engineer) further explained that previous to the 
last meeting the only data upon which they could base their calculations as to the future 
were from the yield of ore that had been broken, which gave an average of 14% dwts. of 
gold per ton in mass. Since that meeting they had continued the prosecution of the works, 
but when the ground was taken out it did not yield the same amount of produce as that 
previously operated upon, showing that the quality had fallen off; that, however, was 
acommon thing in all mines. The ground had been developed eastward, and a little 
visible gold was found, but with the exception of a few tons all the stuff worked since 
the last meeting had been derived from the middle and lower workings ; the upper part 
could not be wrought for want of the proper means of transit. The directors, seeing 
this state of things, very properly, he thought, had temporarily suspended the erection 
of the large engine; he further mentioned that the stamps which were put up before 
he was with the company, having been constructed by a person not used to 
such work, had to be reconstructed, As regarded the stuff, that from the lower work- 
ings was certainly poor, but he thought there were good chances of improvement. At 
Cefn Coch there were better prospects, the lode being at present very promising in the 
bottom of the mine, From Dean’s workings there had been taken only a small quan- 
tity of ore, which had given 15s. worth of lead, silver, and gold per ton. As regarded 
the failure of the general ore, he was of opinion that it was but of a temporary cha- 
racter; but, at the same time, taking it as a whole, the produce had been just about the 
quantity he had estimated at the last meeting. As regarded the reduction, he thought 
that now, after a long series of experiments, they had at length got the suitable ma- 
chinery. At the Hungarian Mines, which produced ores of precisely a similar cha- 
racter, large profits were realised, although the average value of the stuff was only 15s. 
per ton, and the same system would now be adopted at the Welsh Gold Mines. The 
costs were reduced as low as possible, and during the ensuing six months they would 
be about 1207. per month. He strongly recommended the continuance of the explora- 
tions for at least another six months,to govern them as to the profitable working on 
a large scale. They had had great and unforeseen difficulties to contend against, which 
had not only very seriously delayed all their operations, bat had at the same time con- 
siderably increased their costs. 

The CHAIRMAN sald no one could be more disappointed than himself; but, at thesame 
time, they could only hope that Mr. Dean would yet be able to realise his hopes. 

Dr. Lavres belleved that the original prospectus stated that the average picking of the 
stuff yielded 6 ozs. of gold per ton.———-The CuairMan said that several experiments 
were made, some of which resulted in a yleld of gold of 20 ozs. per ton; the average of 
the many trials producing fully 6 ozs. ; ard subsequently to the formation of the com- 
pany many trials were made, which resulted (as could be seen by the books of thecom- 
pany) in 3 ozs. of gold perton of staff. At that time the mass of the lode yielded 
15 dwts. tothe ton. He might also mention that Mr, Dean, some twenty years ago, 
made some experiments upon the staff, when the most extraordinary results were pro- 
duced.——Dr. Lavres had no doubt as to the excellency of the property, but still it was 
rather an unfortunate circumstance that the experiments made since the formation of 
the company had been so widely different from previous results. 

The CHAIRMAN said those experiments were made upon a few hundredweights, and 
the directors received them as bona fide, and published them.——Mr. Dean mentioned 
that about twenty years since he picked up some ore from the property which gave a 
produce of 90 ozs. of gold per ton. The fact was, there had been a great deal of excite- 
ment about the gold mines in Wales, but the misfortune was that results were expected 
much sooner than in tin and copper mines, 

Dr. Lavigs suggested the desirability of proving a certain amount of steady work, {irre- 
spective of the large experiments. Mr. DEAN sald that it was not possible for any 
company to possess a more energetic and able agent than Capt. Vincent, and sharehold- 
ers might rest perfectly assured that, as soon as the machinery was ready, the 1500 tons 
broken would be returned, and as the cost would not exceed 2s, 6d. per ton, that opera- 
tion alone would leave a profit of some hundreds of pounds, 

A SHAREHOLDER enquired the expenses of management ? Mr, Dzan sald that Capt, 
Vincent received 15/. 15s. per month. 

The report of the directors and balance-sheet were received and adopted unanimously, 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 


WASHOE UNITED CONSOLIDATED GOLD AND SILVER 
MINING COMPANY. 


The second annual general meeting of shareholders was held at the Lon- 
don Tavern, on Thursday,—Mr. Davip Wixson in the chair. 

Mr. Ropertson (the secretary) having read the notice convening the 
meeting, submitted the report of the directors, an abstract of which ap- 
peared in last week’s Journal. 


The CuarrMan said that when that report was issued the directors had 
received some extracts from a letter written by the company’s engineer, who accompa- 
nied Messrs. Ridge and Nugent to the mines. The letter was addressed to Messrs. 
Sterne Brothers, and, amongst various other matters, adverted to the property of this 
company; therefore, it could be accepted as an impartial opinion.—He then read the 
extracts, aa follows :— 

“ As I have been here long enough to form some idea Of things in general, I thought 
it would be most ungracious on my part if, after your kindness, I did not write to you, 
if only a few lines. First I will tell you how our company (the Washoe Gold and Silver 
Mines Company) is likely todo, Thequartz-mill is certainly a first-rate piece of work, 
in fact, is considered by most competent authorities to be the best, though not the largest, 
in this country. It has 20 stamps, and is capable of crushing 40 tons of ore per day. 
Last week we ran about 150 tons of poor ore through, to clean and set the machinery fn 
working order, We have promises of rock from all parts, but owing to the previous bad 
management, we are unable to start for a week, until a ditch is made tocarry the waste 
water away. There has been some difficulty in this, because our neighbouring land- 
owners were unwilling to let the ditch pass through their property without heavy pay- 
ment, to avoid which we are going to pass round them. The Whitmore Mine, in Ham- 
boldt, is certainly immensely rich, according to the assay of ore brought from the mine 
by the director of our company, who came out with me. There ean be no fraud in the 
matter, because he took the specimens from the mine himself, and I assayed them, and 
found them give in the average 1500 ozs. to the ton of silver, with some ounces of gold. 
It will cost about $50 a ton to bring the ore to our mill, but just consider the profit. 
Mr. Ridge, the manager, is going to Humboldt next Tuesday, and we shall soon see some 
of the ore here. I hope in a few days to be able to report favourably of other mines be- 
longing, or that will belong, tothecompany. Bat notwithstanding the mill, mines, &&., 
leave them out of the question, and the company must pay well. We have the best part 
of the Truckee Meadows in our possession, from the mountains on the north of us tothe 
Truckee River; and all, every part of it,can be irrigated by the water-power which 
drives the mill. The soil is of a most remarkable kind, looks sandy, covered with sage- 
brush, and here and there ridges of large water-worn stones, distinctly pointing out the 
ancient water-marks. The soil is about 8 feet deep,and you would hardly believe what 
enormous crops it will produce wherever water touches. I have not yet finished the 
survey of the entire property, but there are many hundreds of acres. There are nota 
dozen houses in our city yet, but Mr. Ridge is already receiving 5 per cent on the ca- 
pital out of four of the little plots of 100 feet by 50. Another great thing is the rallway. 
The station is to be on our property, which will raise the value considerably. It is to 
be commenced directly after Christmas, and in two years I doubt not, from all accounts, 
the overland rail will be complete, and branches will start from these meadows to all 
parts of California. The excitement in Virginia is very great, and next year Auburn, 
with its dozen little hats, will be a San Francisco. You will smile at me, and say 
“ Yankee,” but no one can judge of the valae of property here, except those on or about 
it. The railway must come here, because it is the only pass over the mountains. To 
shew you the value of ready money here, I will just mention one out of many everyday 
occurrences. A man came to Mr. Ridge, and said—“ I want tosell my ranch—160 acres ; 
it joins your land, has a ditch to irrigate it,and has a good house onit. The sage-brush 
has been cleared otf, which is a considerable item here, and half of it has been ploughed. 
I want to leave the country, and go home, will you give me $1500 for it?” “Yes,” was 
the answer, and Mr. Ridge has let it now for $600 a year. It is only by ha’ money 
at your command that money can thus be made so quickly. I did not think I should 
have to take up assaying, but as the late assayer was sent off in disgrace, and no one else 
could do the work, I was asked to pay my attention to that art, and by hard reading 
and experimenting I am able to take the position of assayer as well as engineer, I am 
constructing for the company a new road to Virginia, and have just let the contract for 
the bridge over the Truckee River. What with engineering, assaying, surveying, pho- 
tography, &c., I am hard at work from seven in the morning till ten at night.” 


The CuarrMan then proposed that the report and accounts be received and adopted. 

The Szcrerary, in reply to aquestion with reference to the item in the balance-sheet 
of nearly 30002. for arrears of call, stated that it arose from the fact that the accounts 
were made up to Sept, 30, while the call was only payable on Sept. 10. Since that 
period the whole of the arrears had been paid up, with the exception of a small amount. 

The CHAIRMAN did not suppose there was anywhere 4 body of shareholders that paid 
their calls more readily than those in the Washoe Gold Company, 

Mr. Nugent said he had received an intimation that his report had caused some feel- 
ing of disappointment, which he was sorry to hear, because when he first saw the pro- 
perty he had no feeling of disappointment, except that the works were not quite go fore 
ward as he had been led to expect. That, however, had all since then been set right, 
for the mill was actually at work crushing the Yellow Jacket ore, and by Dec. 1 there 
ought to be $10,000 or $11,000 as profit for the month of November. It had also been 
complained that he had not in his report said more about the Washoe Mine. Upon that 
point he might add it was the opinion of everybody that this mine was jast as good as 
it ever was, that its prospects were as encouraging. Colonel O*Connor had in- 
formed him that his confidence in the property was unabated; Mr. Boyle, whose opi- 
nion as a practical man was second to very few in that country, had given it as his can- 
did opinion that the prospects of the mine were all that could be desired, the only thing 
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$100, and six tons per acre was about the average produce. Therefore, each acre would 
give 100/. sterling. When he was there, about 40 acres were under cultivativn, but Mr. 
Ridge hoped to get 600 acres under cultivation next year. In addition, they wou'd have 
all the profits from barley and oats, which he believed would be as great as that from 
. He next referred the profit be estimated would be derived from the sale of 
wood, and in doing 80, stated that he quite believed results would prove that his esti- 
mate would be under the mark. Asregards the Whitmore Mine, he thought there could 
be no question sbout that, for he brought from one point of operation samples which had 
produced 1398 ozs. of silver per ton; from that mine he fully believed there would be 
a very large retarn, and that it would prove the richest silver mine ever discovered. 
(Hear, bear.) ——The Caarrman, in reply toa question, stated he thought it probable 
that, instead of erecting reduction-works at the Whitmore Mine, arrangements would 
be made for carrying the ore to Washoe, as in about 12 months the railway would come 
within a few miles of Whitmore. Until then Mr. Ridge proposed making arrangements 
for bringing the ore over by wagons. If it were possible, and he certainly thought it 
was, to bring over 20 tons per day, it would give them 1,500,000/. sterling per annum. 

Mr. Nooewr said that the entire cost for bringing the ore from the mines to Swansea 
‘was about 171. to 181. per ton, which, with picked ore, left a very large profit. He was 
strongly of opinion that additional stamps shoald be at once erected. 

The Cuatnman, replying to a question with reference to the item in the balance-sheet 
tor “ sundry debtors,” stated that the greater part of the amount was money owing by 
ol, O'Connor to the company; but since his return to England he had given an epul- 
valent to the extent of upwards of 50001. 

Col, OwsLow mentioned that he had sent several specimens of the ore to be assayed by 
an eminent smelting firm in Wales, with instractions to keep the result of every speci- 
men separate, and to send the report to the directors, in order that it may be submitted 
to the shareholders, that they might know the real commercial value of the ores, (Hear, 
hear.) The question as to whether the ores should be smelted upon the spot, or sent 
home, could only be settled by experience; bat he was of opinion that at the present 
time the ores should be sent home to be smelted. Although at the present junctare of 
the proceedings of the meeting it was hardly the time to introdace the subject, yet he 
hoped the meeting would not separate without according so Mr. Nugent at least its 
marked thanks for the invaiuabie services he had rendered to the company by his per- 
sonal investigation of their property. Shareholders could not forget the fact that Mr. 
Nagent was a gentieman of position and influence In the City of London, and that he had 
eacrificed time, labour, and had submitted himself to great personal inconvenience in 
order to ascertain the very thing that shareholders anxiously desired, and they could 
at thank him for bis unexaggerated and trastworthy report. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Krupen sald that, from the information he bad received from a person whose cha- 
racter he had known for 20 years, he had been induced to purchase additional shares, at 
5 prem., and he certainly did not regret his bargain. And what was the action of those 
who bad visited the property? Why, they had given orders to purchase 200 shares in 
the market without reserve. It was also true that the officers of the company had com- 
missioned Mr. Nugent to invest their salaries in the purchase of shares, and that Col. 
O'Connor, wio was the largest shareholder, and whose shares were released from all 
obligations, ba‘ not sold those shares. These, it should be recollected, were the actions 
of men who were best able to judge of the merits of the property, and which, to him, 
apoke louder and stronger than any reports that could be written. 

Mr. NUGENT corroborated the statement that he brought home orders from the whole 
of the officers to purchase share in the company. 

Mr. Letcawortm wished to know if it were contemplated issuing new shares ?——

Mr. SMITH said that every step had been taken to recover that debt, but there was no 
doubt it was altogether irrecoverable. The present directors must be acquitted of having 
had anything to do with this matter, although they had made every effort to recover it, 

The Secrerary, replying to a question, stated that there was 1800/. to be called up. 
The usual periodical reports appeared in the Mining Journal.

and a resolution passed to the effect that Capt. James Seccombe should inspect the pro- 
perty, and that his report be sent to thedirectors. It was also agreed that Mr. Chenhall 
should likewise inspect and report. 

Messrs. Piumb, Barnes, and Tate were unanimously elected directors, to fill the va- 
cancies created by resignation and disqualification. A vote of thanks to the Chairman 
terminated the proceedings.

Mrninc 1x SuropsHire.—In passing through a portion of the metallic 
mining district of Shropshire last week, I was pleased to find that Old Snallbeach con- 
tinues its wonderfal returns, and to learn that in the western drivage of one of its deep 
levels, a new pipe of ore had been recently discovered.

Tue New Enorne at Mazs-y-Sarn Mine.—On Wednesday last the 
new Cornish pumping-engine, of 85-inch cylinder, and 10-ft. stroke, the 
largest ever erected for the purpose in North Wales, was successfully 
started. The engine has been fitted up with all the latest improvements. 
The mine is 320 yards deep, and the pumping-engine is capable of discharging 800 gal- 
lons of water per minute. Attached to the pumping-engine there is a steam capstan 
of 35 ft. beam, raising and lowering the pump rods, &c. The capstan is capable of lift- 
ing 20 tons. The cylinder is 25 in. in diameter, and 5 ft. stroke, and is constructed to 
work either high-pressure or condensing. This engine will also weigh the ores, and a 
crusher will be attached in addition. It is a new thing, and has been the means of ef- 
fecting a great saving of time in lowering and filling the pitworks. The whole cost of 
the works amounts to about 12,0007. The Maes-y-Safn has, from time immemorial, 
yielded enormous quuntities of lead ore. Since the year 1823 the mine has been 
worked uninterruptediy, and was for a long time in the hands of the Messrs. Lewis, 
who realised profits to the amount, it is said, of 80,0007. The total quantity of ore 
raised at the mine since 1823 to 1860 was about 35,000 tons, which sold for about 
420,0007.

Remanxs.—The war between Spain and Chili is still the great feature 
in the Metal Market, and continues to absorb all the interest of those con- 
nected with the trade. It now appears that the Spanish Government fully 


endorses all the acts of Admiral Pareja, and it is evident that the whole 
—— was entirely pre-arranged. The circular note issued by the 

panish Minister of Foreign Affairs states that the reply of the Chilian 
Government to the first overtures of the Spanish admiral precluded the 
posaibility of further negociations, even under the mediation of the diplo- 
matic body at Valparaiso; and that though Spain does not aspire to the 
conquest of the South American Republics, she declares that she will not 
permit her dignity to be outraged without expecting satisfaction. On the 
other hand, the Chilian Government have determined to resist the Spanish 
demand, and are making preparations for a lengthened blockade. Under 
these circumstances, we can only look for continued and increased firmness 
in the metal market, as far as copper is concerned, nor does there seem 
any probability of matters assuming a more favourable aspect for the pre- 
sent, Generally the metal market is looking well, and busiuess in metals 
is much more active; speculation still continues to a considerable extent, 
and we have every reason to look forward with satisfaction to the fature 
of the trade, 

Correr.—The advices from Chili received during the week by the 
West India mail, together with the circular note of the Spanish Minister, 
referred to in our leading remarks, have exercised the greatest influence 
upon the market, and caused prices to become very much firmer. Con- 
siderable business was done at the former of the week, as much as 
400 tons, manufactured, haviug been said to be sold in one transaction, but 
latterly holders of second-hand parcels appear disposed to withdraw from 
the market at present, looking for better prices. The estimated stock of 
copper in Havre, Swansea, London, and Liverpool is about 15,000 tons, 

inst 22,000 tons same time last year, thus showing a reduction of about 
7000 tons, and the stock is continually being lightened by shipments and 
consumption. At the same time, the exports to India show the following 
results:—To Bombay, about 1500 tons, manufactured, less than last year, 
and about 350 tons less of tile and ingot; and to Calcutta only about half 
the quantity of manufactured yy last year; and as India is now re- 
covering from the stagnation in her trade, we ae: be @ more active 
demand for copper to spring up. Large orders, also, are being received 
from the Continent. Looking thus at the stock and probable demand, 
we feel satisfied that prices must soon run up considerably; and we al- 
ready see the commencement of this movement in the advices from Havre, 
which state that an advance of upwards of 37. had taken place in Chili 
bars, In this market Chili has n sold at 957. to 962., and there are 
still buyers at 962., but sellers are holding for 97. The prices of English, 
also, are very much stiffened, and there is little doubt that before long we 
shall reach smelters’ prices, and when this is the case we may not im- 

bably see a further advance announced, and while this affair between 
Bpain and Chili remains unsettled, which under the most favourable cir- 
cumstances will be for several months, we shall find the copper market 
continuing very uncertain, and showing every tendency to advance.

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First, of oxygen, it is an element which forms one-fifth of the air we 
breathe; it is also present in water in large quantities, so much so, in fact, 
that in every 9 tons of water there are 8 tons of oxygen and 1 ton of hy- 
drogen. As the manafacture of oxygen from water is in quantity a tedious 
process, it will be better for us to to make it by some simpler method, that 
we may study in detail its properties. And, first, let us see the simplest of 
all methods, and one available everywhere. Take some chlorate of potash 
and mix it with iron rust, and put it into the bowl of an ordinary clay pipe, 
and keep it in with clay. Heat the bowl of the pipe with a lamp or gas 
jet, and immerse the stem under water; presently a gas will begin to escape, 
and may be collected in a tumbler, or any other suitable vessel. The gas 
escaping here is oxygen gas, and to prove that it is so apply the ordinary 
test for the presence of that gas—that is, introduce into it a nitrous oxide 
gas. The last gas is quite colourless when pure, but directly it comes in 
contact with oxygen it is converted into dense red vapour. ‘This is a test 
by which also we can ascertain the presence of oxygen in the atmosphere; 
for, open a jay of it when you like, and that jar, previously filled with co- 
lourless nitrous oxide gas, will become filled with red vapour. Oxygen 
gas is slightly heavier than atmospheric air. It will not burn itself, but it 
supports and assists the combustion of other bodies. Thus, immerse in a 
jar of this gas a paraffin lamp, and it will be found that whilst it gave in 
the air a smoky dull flame, it will, in this gas, burn brilliantly. That it 
supports combustion may be also proved by melting a piece of iron, and 
then, in its molten state, letting a jet of oxygen gas play on it, it can be 
kept in perfect combustion. 

Let us now take the other element of water—hydrogen—and prepare it 
by the simplest method. Thus, take a soda-water bottle, and put into it 
some granulated zinc, and pour on the zine some dilute sulphuric acid; 
then put a cork into the bottle, and pass through the cork a piece of the 
stem of a tobacco-pipe. After a few minutes, apply a light to the top of 
the pipe; it will kindle a flame, which is the hydrogen gas burning, and 
which light was called of old the philosopher’s candle. Well, this gas hy- 
drogen, like oxygen, is colourless, transparent, perfectly free from odour, 
and not deleterious to breathe. It forms one-fourteenth part of the atmo- 
spheric air by weight. It is an extremely light gas, and was formerly used 
to fill baloons. It will not support combustion, but it is in itself combus- 
tible. If wecollect together in one vessel the two gases of which water is 
composed we shall find that the properties of the mixture are different from 
those of either of its constituents. If we apply to it a lighted taper we get 
asharpexplosion, with louddetonation. Letus enquire now what takes place 
in this explosion? Why, a destruction of the gaseous bodies, and a re- 
formation of the water trom which they were derived. Thus, setting out 
as we did, from the inert non-combustible matter, aqueous vapour, which 
is the second and last of the raw materials in the atmosphere out of which 
our coal is formed, we have proved that it is composed of two gases—one a 
supporter of combustion, the other in itself combustible. We have also 
seen how it is possible to resolve the aqueous vapour as water into its two 
component elements, and how it is possible to reconvert those aqueous ele- 
ments back again into water. 








THE SHALE AND COAL OIL OF SCOTLAND. 


About twelve months ago the patent under which the oil was extracted 
from the Torbanehill mineral expired, and it was not sought to be renewed, 
as much from the fact that the mineral itself was well nigh exhausted as 
from any higher motive. In granting the original lease a reservation of 
about 10 acres was made, on which the mansion-house, offices, &c., of the 
proprietor were situated. A lordship of 80,0007. has recently been made 
to the proprietor for this 10 acres, and it is held for a higher offer. 

Previous to the expiring of Mr. Young’s patent it was discovered that 
certain shales yielded a profitable percentage of oil (paraffin) when treated 
in a specific way; and the Torbanehill Company have erected, and are 
now adding to their original work of Midcolder, buildings and appliances 
which, when completed, will cost them upwards of 100,0002. Other 
smaller works have been constructed in the Airdrie and Bathgate district, 
and at Queensferry and Bo’ness on the Forth, and we understand a joint- 
stock company is being formed for raising a similar establishment at a 
point between Airdrie and Coatbridge, called Rochsolloch. At the latter 
place there is a seam of shale and coal combined. The shale is reported 
as of good quality, but the coal is a small gas coal, of a peculiar nature, 
and unknown in the Bathgate district. Shale has also been found at the 
Possil pits, about a couple of miles to the west of Glasgow. Beyond the 
Forth is the Overton Cannel coal, rather rich in its produce of oil, and 
ranking next in importance to the famous Boghead mineral. Accom- 
panying some of the ironstones are also layers of this “shale” and scaly 
**blaes;” and around the mouths of old und deserted pits lie tons of this 
unctuous mineral laming, all exhumed and ready for the yawning retorts, 
Coalmasters are retracing their steps to these deserted workings, to gather 
up the formerly discarded debris, whilst others are re-erecting shafting to 
work over the shales they formerly regarded as useless.

Tue Screntrric Wirness System.—A case was tried in the Court of 
Exchequer, on Wednesday, in which Mr. Headley, the consulting gas en- 
gineer, claimed a sum of upwards of 751. for services rendered to Mr. De- 
thick, @ contractor employed in public works in course of execution for 
the Metropolitan Board, the services in question being performed by Mr. Headley in 
the capacity of consulting engineer {n regard to the preparation of drawings, and what is 
termed “ getting up” scientific evidence, in the matter of an action brought against Mr. 
Dethick, with reference to an explosion of gas resulting in consequence, as was then 
alleged, of the gas pipes being raptured by some of Mr. Dethick’s workmen In the course 
of excavations made for the works in question. Mr. Headley asserted that he had ren- 
dered invaluable assistance as to the trial of that case, which was decided in favour of 
Mr. Dethick, from having started and worked out the theory that the explosion arose 
not from anything due to the works carried out by Mr. Dethick, bat owing to an old 
fracture in the pipes which he said he had detected. As to this, however. Mr. Lindo, 
the attorney for Mr. Dethick, stated in his evidence, that in the trial of that case he 
did not rely particularly on Mr. Headley’s evidence, but on the facts of the case as proved 
by Mr. Dethick’s other witnesses. Mr. Montague Chambers, Q.C., the defendant's 
counsel, first addressed the Judge (Mr. Baron Martin) to have the judgment declared 
in favour of the defendant, that he was not liable to pay anything beyond the sum of 
fifty guineas which he had already paid into Court, as beyond that sum he could show 
that the difference of amount was made up, as per statement of particulars (indepen- 
dently of manifest overcharges), of charges for acting as witness, which, be contended, 
according to the cases of Collins v. Godefroi (1 Barn. and Adolp. Reports), and Willisv. 
Peckham (1 Brod. and Bingham’s Reports), could not be recovered by action at law, and 
must be limited to the scale of allowances directed by the rules of Court to be awarded 
by the Masters, the amount for professional men being only one guinea per diem. 
Mr. Baron Martin, however, declined to withdraw the case from the jury, observing 
that, although he considered it was a very wrong system that a man should accept em- 
ployment in preparing and conducting a law case as far as scientific points were con- 
cerned, thus constituting himself a partisan in the matter, and should then get into the 
witness-box, and swear to give true and unbiassed testimony, yet he did not consider 
that it was by any means certain that the rules of law as to the remuneration of wit- 
nesses, who happened to be scientific or professional men, and who were compellabie, 
like all other subjects of Her Majesty, to come forward and give evidence as to any of 
the facts of a particular case which happened tocome under their knowledge—as, for in- 
stance, if they witnessed an accident in the street—had any bearing on a case where 
professional men were sought out and requested to come forward to give their scientific 
opinions in a particular case. Upon this Mr. Chambers addressed the jary for the de- 
fendant, pointing out that some of the charges appeared to be excessive, and 
that it was monstrous that men should make it a means of livelihood to get up and as- 
sist in conducting law cases, and selling evidence, often, according to the plaintiff's wit- 
nesses, making very high charges if their party sueceeded, and much more 
charges in other cases. Mr. O’Malley, Q.C., in replying on behalf of the plaintiff, ob- 
served that he considered most unmerited obloquy had been attempted to be fastened 
upon a most valuable and important class of men—the men of sclence—who came for- 
ward in law cases to enlighten our courts by the statement of their knowledge and ex- 
perience, aud that he saw no good reason why it should be considered more improper for 
such men to assist in conducting a case, and then get Into the witness-box and support 
their view of it, by giving their sworn testimony therein, than it was for an attorney 
to conduct a case, and then be sworn as a witness to testimony favourable to his client, 
often resulting in his winning his cause. And he specially alluded to cases where an 
attorney, who has made and superintended the due execution of a will, afterwards con- 
ducts a law case thereon, and is a principal witness in the cause. The jury (a special 
one) decided that the sum paid into Court was, in their judgment, sufficient.

Notwithstanding that Coat is in request, both for home use and for exe 
portation, the shipments are under those of last year by nearly 2500 tons, 
the figures being this year 20,000 against 22,500 in 1864.

This was succeeded by an elaborate paper “ On 
Frictional Screw Motions and Applications,” by Mr, J. Kobertson, which elicited a most 
interesting discussion. 2

REPURT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 30.—As Christmas approaches, the Iron Trade becomes quieter. 
There are scarcely so many orders for manufactured iron, and though at 
present the works are fairly employed, and it is hoped they may continue

Farther, certain iron-making firms here are rejoicing on account of a decision by 
Vice-Chancellor Wood in a case which has been litigated seven years, arising out of 
the bankruptcy, In 1849, of Mr. E. B. Wilson, engineer. At the time of his failare 
Wilson was indebted to the Bowling Iron Company, the Low Moor Iron Company, the 

ra of the Kirkstall Forge Works, Cammii! and Company, Sheffield; the But- 
terly Company ; the Patent Axletree Company, of Wednesbary ; Walter Williams and 
Company, Wednesbury ; Thorneycroft and Company, Wolverhampton; a Birmingham 
firm, and some others. Trustees, of whom the principal was a representative of the 
Bowling Iron Company, were appointed to carry on the concern, and they did so up to 
1858, when, to the surprise of the creditors, it transpired that a further debt of 100,000/. 
had been incurred. The general body of creditors resisted the demand which was 
made upon them by the trustees for this amount, and litigation commenced, and has 
Deen ever since continued. Last week the reading of the evidence occupied two days, 
and the arguments three days, for there were some fourteen defendants, and every de- 
fence had separate merits, and the case of every defendant was supported by two coun- 
sel, The decision of the Vice-Chancellor, which was of the most elaborate character, 
and occupied two hours in the delivery, was against the trustees, and in favour of the 
general body of creditors, with costs, but without costs in respect of the Bowling Iron 
Company. On account of the magnitude of the interests involved, there is little doubt 
that farther proceedings will be taken. : 

A terrible accident, causing the loss of three lives, occurred on Tues- 
day evening, atthe Brookhouse Colliery, of Messrs. Pratt and Crewe, near 
Hanley, North Staffordshire. The recklessness neares is almost beyond 
conception. For several weeks extensive repairs had been going on at the 
bottom of the shaft, and the workings were suspended meanwhile; and at tnree o'clock 
on the day in question the men came up from the pit. At fiveo’clock Henry Bate, head 
engineer, Ephraim Davey, blacksmith and striker, and Wm. Cooper, banksman, went 
down the shaft in a bowk or skip, and it is stated that they assigned as their object that 
it was true that the connecting rod, to which some repairs had been done on the pre- 
vious day, was all right. Each had alighted naked candiein his hand, whilst they had 
two lamps. They were cautioned against the danger of taking naked lights, but Bate, 
who was considered a very competent workman, said there was plenty of wind at the 
bottom to take away all the gas. He himself, as proved at the inquest, was at the bot- 
tom of the shaft on the previous evening, and saw an examination made with a lamp, 
which showed that there was gas in 6 yards at the bottom of the shaft ; and Mr. Robert 
Gough, the underground bailiff, had given strict orders that naked lights were not to 
be taken down. Bate’s brother was in charge of the engine, and let down the bowk 
slowly. When near the bottom of the pit a rushing noise was heard, and some indis- 
tinct exclamation from the men in the shaft. The bowk was at once commenced to be 
raised, but before it reached the surface a dense volume of smoke poured out of the 
mouth of the pit, eo that when the bowk was raised it was impossible for anyone to ap- 
proach it without risk of suffocation. The other shaft was covered over, and an hour 
elapsed before the people were able to get near the bowk, when it was found to contain 
the charred bodies of Bateand Davey, that of Cooper being doubled at the bottom of the 
shaft. Mr. Wynne, the Government Inspector, was present at the inquest, which was 
opened this morning before Mr. Harding, coroner. It was shown that Mr, Gough, the 
underground bailiff, was not at the pit when the men were lowered, and it did not ap- 
pear when they went down. Mr. Gough said he knew there was gas in the south level, 
and that he did not know what Bate could have done at the bottom of the shaft had 
he gone down safely; and another witness said Gough had given strict orders that naked 
lights were not to be taken into the pit. The inquest was adjourned. So far as the en- 
quiry goes, it affords a sad {)lustration of the thoughtlessness with which men rush into 
evident danger in coal mines.

16s. per ton for 
Nos.2and3. The rolling-milis producing large plates have but little work; on the 
other hand, plates of commerce are in tolerably good demand. The constraction work- 
shops as well at Liége as at Charierol display great activity. Much attention has been 
devoted for some days past to the approaching fusion of two establishments of the Char- 
lero! basin—the Coailiet and Ch&teli pani both founded by the General Com- 
pany for Promoting the Development of Belgian Industry and Commerce, and forming 
part of the syndicate of Belgian forgemasters. This fusion appears to be decided on in 
principle, and wii! be officially ratified at the approaching meetings of the two companies. 
The Rewue Industrielle de Charleroi announces that several purchasers of minerals 
have turned their attention to the St. Dizier basin. The Northern of France and the 
Eastern of France Railway Companies have adopted a tariff for the transport of 
minerals from St. Dizier to Jeumont,by which the total cost is 5s. 5d. per ton. From 
Jeumont to Charleroi the minerals have to be conveyed a further distance of 20 miles, 
for which a trifle over 64. per ton is charged, so that the whole charge for the convey- 
ance of minerals from St. Dizier to Charleroi is about 5s. 11d. per ton. Reliance is, 
bowever, placed in great part on transports by water, as soon as the St. Dizier Canal is 
opened; then the freight for a return cargo of minerals wil! be 5s. per ton at the most. 
With refi to the Sambre works a letter says :—“ Alluding to the sale of the Mau- 
beuge works, belonging to the Sambre Company, you observe, ‘in the opinion of many 
persons the group of works in the Nord is destined to perish; it remains to be seen 
whether this opinion is unanimous.’ Not only is this opinion not unanimoas, but I do 
not understand how it can be at all admitted by persons familiar with industrial facts. 
We must not confound in the ation which pies us blast-furnaces with tron- 
works; it is, in fact, i t that a profoand change {s about to be produced in their 
respective situations. The blast-furnaces of the Nord now sell their pig above 31. 12s, 
per ton to the ironworks, which, prevented by protective duties from supplying them- 
selves in Beigiam, must submit to these terms, It will be readily understood that 
under such circumstances, if the blast-furnaces prosper, the rolling-miils are passing 
through an intense crisis. But an immense centre of production is being created in the 
East of France; mineral bearings of greater power and less cost of working will enable 
blast-farnaces which are being there constructed to furnish pig delivered at Maabeuge, 
not only at the 3/. 12s. per ton now paid, but at 27, 12s, to 2/. 16s, per ton at the maxi- 
mam. Ido not stop here to enquire how the biast-furnaces of the Nord will be enabled 
to sustain this redoubtable competition, but it is certain that a finer perspective has 
never been opened to the ironworks of the Nord. The East of France wants coal. The 
abundance of minerals enables pig to be prodaced there under good conditions, but it is 
necessary to forward the pig into the neighbourhood of collieries to enable it to be treated, 
In this respect what finer situation can there be than the neighbourhood of Maubeuge, 
where, without speaking of the Sambre, three lines of railway bring directly to hand 
the coal of Charleroi, of the Centre, and of Mons?” 

There is no notable change to note in the state of affairs at St. Dizier. 
Work is being actively carried on in all the establishments, and orders 
come to hand to an extent sufficient to maintain that activity, and to 
assure a sustained prosecution of operations during the winter months, 
Quotations are firmly maintained, rolled tron realising 97. to 97. 4s.; beaten iron, 112, 
to 117, 48.; and machine, No. 20, 91. 4s. to 97. 12s. per ton. Some old works at Louve- 
mont have been sold to some St. Dizier forgemasters; the purchasers are sald to intend 
to construct in the locality a furnace of great productive power. The forges of the Nord 
are tolerably well provided with orders, and prices are sustained, The fall in warrants 
has not exerted a sensible influence on the situation, although it has favoured some 
smal! contracts in Belgium. The sale of the Sambre Forges isannounced for Dec. 11. A 
letter from Longwy says:—‘ The Flize Forge Company has definitively become pro- 
prietor of the Moulaine blast-furnaces. Repairs of these furnaces, with a view to their 
being re-lighted, are being pushed forward with vigour, and in a short time one of them 
will be in activity. The company appears destrous of launching itself on a career of 
great production, as at Moulaine a new blowing apparatus of 150-horse power is being 
erected, while at Flize buildings are being constructed for the establishment of 24 pud - 
dling-furnaces, with the necessary engines and trains.” 

The Belgian coal trade continues very active. In all the basins deli- 
veries are only limited by the want of railway trucks; the scarcity of plant 
which is experienced appears to be inflicting a real prejudice on coal- 
mining industry, all the more so since at this period of the year reliance 
cannot be placed upon navigable communications. The complaints of coal workers on 
this subject are very lively. The Coal Mining Association of Charleroi urges nothing 
less than that the Government should make good officially the insuaffictency of plant by 
seizing for the purpose the receipts of the railway companies; the irritation of coal 
workers is such that they shrink not before violent means to obtain satisfaction. The 
coal owners of the Borinage confine themselves to demanding the suppression of the 
system of subscriptions for trucks, which, in the present state of affairs, is a crying mo- 
nopoly, to the profit only of great industrials or merchants. The coal workers of the 
Couchant de Mons have just taken an important decision. In order to sustain a com- 
petition against English coal, and coal from the Nord and the Pas-de-Calais, the price 
of coal from the Borinage was some time since quoted for the French market at rather 
less than the same qualities delivered in Belgium. Now that there is no stock, and 
that the extraction is not sufficient to meet the demand, this margin to the profit of the 
foreign purch as been suppressed, and since Nov. 20, 1865, a untform tariff has been 

dmitted in the Couchant de Mons. A strike of miners has broken out in the basin 
of the Centre. Freights continue high. The activity which has appeared of late in 
Belgian coal mining has also made itself felt in Prussia. The extraction of Prussia in 
1864 amounted to 13,793,000 tons, representing an approximate value of more than 
4,120,0007, This production, when compared with that of 1863, shows an increase of 
15 per cent. in respect to quantity, and 18 per cent. in respect to value.

PETROLEUM, AND ITS Propucts.—In the treatment of petroleam almost 
every part of it is brought into a merchantable condition, even the re- 
siduum, or coke, which remains after the various oil and gases have been 
obtained is turned to account for fuel, being frequently used to carry on 
the several chemical processes to which the crude petroleum is submitted. 
The products obtained are—benzine, or naphtha, burning oil, paraffin, 
and the coke, The naphtha, which Is the lighter element, being something between a 
gas and a fluid, is driven off from 90° to 300° of heat, and constitutes about 15 per cent. 
in bulk of the crude oil. The lighter naphtha is now called gasoline, and from it an 
illuminating gas is prepared. The warmth of the hand will cause it to boil. A heavier 
distillation is used for cleaning purposes, and a still heavier has been used by painters as 
& substitute for spirit of turpentine. At from 300° to 500° the product of the still is a 
light oll, which, after treating with sulphuric acid and caustic soda, for the purpose of 
deodorising it, becomes the burning oll of commerce. This constitutes about 60 per 
cent, of the crude oll. As the heat is gradually increased from 500° to 800° heavy oll is 
produced, which, being treated in the same manner as the burning oil, is then barrelled 
up, and packed away in the cellar, with ice and salt, for the purpose of chilling it, as it 
iscalied. This ts effected in about a week, when upon opening the barrels the oil is 
found to have assumed something of the appearance of calves-foot jelly. It {s then put 
into canvass bags, and being placed under a screw press is subjected to an immense
